WW rendos principes. IIlyricus eries out, that rather than ſubmit 
to the Servitude of wearing a Surplice in Time of Divine 
8 Service, the Churches ſhould be left empty, and Princes be 
terrified with the Fear of Seditions and 'Tumults. And ſuch 
a - ging this, muſt, be allowed to be an Offence a- 
gainſt the common Order of the Church, to hurt the 
Authority of the Magiſtrate, and to wound the Conſciences 
of weak Brethren, who can't but ſtumble at ſuch.a Rock of 
Offence, Mens ſeeking their own Things, gratifying. their 
own Humours, and not ſeeking the Things of Chriſt, or 
ſtudying the Peace, Order, and Edification of his 
Church. And therefore the Article ſays, that ſuch a 8pi- 
tit ought to be rebuked openly; which had it been 
done in our Times, others might perhaps have feared 
to indulge the ſame perverſe and contentious Diſpoſition. 
For whether the Humour be for or againſt Traditions, 
if private Men do, through their private Judgment, wil- 
lingly and purpoſely, offend againſt the common Order 
of the Church, and hurt the Authority of the Magi- 
ſtrate, it is all the ſame. It is well known, that at the 
Beginning of the Reformation here in England, all the 
Diſſention was, de Re Veſtiaria, or about the wearing the 
ſquare Cap, Tippet, and Surplice 3 and Biſhop Burner, and Mr.
